High  expectations  for  Wolfpack  in  2006

The  Co-Lin  Wolfpack  has  been  focused  on  the  2006 
season  since  the  end  of  the  2005  season.  The  Wolfpack 
started  the  year  off  strong  beating  the  Northwest 
Rangers  in  the  season  opener  16-6.  The  season  looked 
promising  as  the  Wolfpack  appeared  to  have  one  of  the 
best  defenses  and  backfields  they've  had  in  years. 
After  dropping  the  next  six  straight  in  a  hurricane 
shortened  season,  the  Wolfpack  has  been  focused  on 
this  season. 

"We've  got  to  figure  out  how  to  win  the  close 
games,"  said  Co-Lin's  head  football  coach  Glenn 
Davis.  "Last  year  was  a  big  battle  almost  every  game, 
and  when  you  lose  by  two  or  five  points  every  game, 
you  can  see  the  improvement." 

According  to  Davis,  the  2006  edition  of  the 
Wolfpack  should  be  more  competitive,  but  states  that 
this  year's  schedule  is  tougher  and  the  South  Division 
continues  to  get  better. 

Joining  the  Wolfpack  in  the  South  Division  are 
Southwest,  Pearl  River  (2004  NJCAA  National 
Champion),  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast,  and  Jones  County. 

Davis  is  looking  for  the  sophomores  to  provide 
plenty  of  leadership.  "We  have  some  players  that  will 
step  up  this  year,"  said  Davis.  "Cedric  Johnson  will 
make  things  happen  at  quarterback,  and  in  this  league 
you  need  a  quarterback  to  do  that." 

Sophomore  Thomas  Hinton,  Jr.  was  the  back-up 
quarterback  last  season  but  will  be  playing  wide  receiv- 
er this  year  because  of  some  stand  out  performances  at 
the  end  of  the  season.  Hinton  also  said  that  he  feels

(Brookhaven  Academy),  infielder/catcher  Britnee 
Smith  (West  Lincoln)  and  pitcher  Caroline  Burkes 
of  Loyd  Star. 

"Pitching  will  again  be  a  key  for  us,"  said  Kent. 
Douglass  is  the  team's  only  returning  pitcher,  post- 
ing a  13-4  mark  last  year  with  a  2.26  ERA.  Three 
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freshmen,  Crochet,  Brown  and  Burkes  will  shore  up  a 
formidable  staff  for  the  Lady  Wolves. 

"We  have  not  had  this  many  pitchers  before,  so  not 
only  does  it  make  for  better  competition,  it  also  gives 
us  some  options  as  far  as  relievers  go.

Smith  returns  with  catching  experience,  sporting 
one  of  the  best  arms  in  the  MACJC.  She  threw  out 
four  of  the  five  runners  that  attempted  to  steal  on  her 
last  year.  Britnee  Smith,  Burke,  Sykes  and  Caston  all 
have  spent  time  behind  the  plate  giving  the  Lady 
Wolves  depth  at  the  catching  position. 

The  team  batted  .334  as  a  team  last  year,  relying  on 
small  ball,  as  they  only  hit  two  home  runs  all  season. 
As  a  team,  the  Lady  Wolves  stole  85  bases.  The  2007 
squad  has  the  potential  to  put  some  good  numbers  on 
the  board  and  hit  more  doubles  and  home  runs.

The 
team  was  the  National  Champion  in  2002  and 
again  in  2005 .  They  were  runners-up  in  2004  and 
2005  and  finished  third  in  2003. 

For  the  past  two  years,  Croatians  Dino  Lovrin 
and  Goran  Samodajev  have  been  a  valuable  part  of 
our  tennis  program.  Lovrin,  at  No.  2  singles,  fin- 
ished his  career  at  Co-Lin  as  a  NJCAA 
Distinguished  Academic  All- American  with  a  3.9 
grade  point  average.  He  and  his  No.  1  double  part- 
ner, Samodajev  were  both  named  ITA  Scholar 
Athletes. 

Coach  Mike  Mclntyre's  "Croatian  connec- 
tion," Lovro  Roncevic  (Brookhaven  Academy  '92) 
has  recruited  two  freshmen,  but  they  will  not  be 
enrolling  until  January.  Mclntyre  expects  this  to 
give  the  2007  team  a  big  boost.

Away  from  the  field  the  Diamond  Dolls  serve  as  hostesses  to  recruits  on  campus. 
They  give  campus  tours  and  entertain  them  in  the  dining  facilities.The  Diamond  Dolls 
spend  quality  time  in  making  the  Co-Lin  Baseball  program  successful.

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Wolfpack  Baseball 


The  Wolfpack  play  their  home  games 
on  beautiful  Sullivan  Field.  Sullivan  Field 
is  located  on  the  campus  of  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College.  The  immac- 
ulate kept  diamond  is  in  playing  shape  at 
all  times  of  the  year.  College  and  high 
school  games  are  played  on  Sullivan 
Field  during  the  school  year.  Summer 
finds  the  field  hosting  Co-Lin  Baseball 
Camps,  American  Legion  games  and 
Boys  State. 

The  turf  on  the  playing  surface  is 
bermuda.  During  the  playing  season  it  is 
overseeded  with  a  perennial  ryegrass. 
The  cutting  heights  vary  during  the 
course  of  the  year,  but  it  is  always  cut 
like  a  carpet.  A  sand  and  clay  mixture  makeup  the  dirt  area  of  the  infield.  It  is  topdressed  with  Pro's 
Choice  soil  conditioner  to  give  it  a  perfect  playing  surface. 

Dimensions  of  Sullivan  Field  are  330  down  the  left  field  line,  335  down  the  right  field  line  and 
385  to  center  field.  The  outfield  wall  is  a  wooden  8'  wall  from  foul  pole  to  foul  pole. 

Lighting  at  the  park  is  second  to  none.  All  lights  are  positioned  on  towering  90'  poles  that  eas- 
ily light  up  the  playing  area  for  excellent  action  for  the  players  and  fans.  The  40'  inning-by-inning 
scoreboard  was  installed  in  1999. 

Enclosed  bullpens  can  be  found  on  the  visitors  and  home  team  sides  of  the  field.  Each  pen  has 
a  double  pitching  mound  and  catchers  boxes. 

The  stadium  at  Sullivan  Field  will  let  fans  enjoy  a  baseball  game  with  comfort,  whether  in  sta- 
dium seats  or  in  lawn  chairs.  The  grandstand  area  behind  home  plate  will  seat  500  while  the 
bleachers  down  the  third  base  line  will  seat  100.  Plenty  of  grassy  areas  are  also  available  for  lawn 
chairs  and  blankets. 

Georgia-Pacific  and  Asa  Hardison  were  behind  the  completion  of  the  modern  pressbox  facility 
at  Sullivan  Field.  It  is  completely  heated  and  cooled  as  well  as  designed  with  maximum  auditory 
comforts.  Media,  radio  crews  and  pressbox  personnel  have  room  and  comfort  to  cover  Wolfpack 
games. 

In  2007,  the  press  box  will  be  dedicated  in  honor  of  Dennis  Ray  White  of  Wesson.  White  was  a 
volunteer  with  the  Co-Lin  baseball  and  football  programs  for  13  years.  He  was  the  public  address 
announcer,  filmed  games,  kept  score,  lined  off  the  field,  and  did  other  jobs  to  assist  the  baseball 
program.  White  passed  away  from  a  lengthy  illness  in  December  of  2005. 

Restroom  and  concession  facilities  are  located  behind  the  third  base  side  of  the  field.  These 
facilities  were  built  in  order  to  let  everyone  enjoy  their  visit  to  Sullivan  Field  a  little  more. 

The  newest  addition  to  the  Wolfpack  baseball  program  is  the  new  field  house,  which  was  com- 
pleted in  the  fall  of  2006.  The  building  includes  coaches'  offices,  a  spacious  locker  room  and  show- 
er facility  as  well  as  an  indoor  hitting  facility  and  storage  area.  The  field  house  was  a  joint  project 
with  the  college  and  Georgia-Pacific.
